He said he had 
lunch with Bobby Baker who he described as Senator Lyndon Johnson's STATINTL 
alter ego. Baker had informed him that Johnsen was having difficulty 
in obtaining air accommodations to Boston this Friday evening. The 
thought occurred to Mr, MeCormack 
that this might be a good opportunity for the Agency to establish a Iittle 
good will with the Senator by providing air transportation for him. He 
aaid Johnson had to be in Boston by five o'clock Friday evening and 
planned to return to Washington late Friday night. McCormack was 
advised that we would look into the matter and contact him.
